Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's proposed amendments require new consideration because dependant claims 6, 7, 8, etc were 
considered with respect to the limitations of claim 1 exclusively. The limitations of claims 2 and 4 added to claim 1 require new limitations 
for those dependent claims. Additionally, Applicant states that "In contrast [to the reference] the present invention teaches that the system 
attempts to transactional^ re-execute the critical section, and if re-execution attempts are unsuccessful, the system can revert back to the 
conventional technique of acquiring a lock". Examiner reminds Applicant that the language of claims 2 and 4 is more broadly written; 
consequently, even if the limitation written in the remarks is a contrast, it is improper for Examiner to read these limitations from the 
specfication into the claim language. 
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
